TOWN  WARRANT 

The  State  o-f  New  Hampshire 


To  the  inhabitants  o-f  the  Town  o-f  Dorchester  in  the  County  o-f  Grafton  in  said 
State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Dorchester  on  Tuesday 
the  nth  day  of  March»  1986»  polls  to  be  open  for  voting  on  article  1  at  1:00  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  and  to  close  not  earlier  than  6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon*  with 
action  on  the  remaining  articles  to  be  taken  commencing  at  7:30  in  the  evening. 

1.  To  choose  by  nonpartisan  ballot  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  oppose  the  burial>  storage,  and  transportation 
of  high  level  radioactive  waste  in  the  Town  of  Dorchester  and  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  (Article  by  petition.) 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  call  upon  Congress  to  conduct  an  independent 
investigation  with  full  public  participation  into  the  feasibility  and  prudence  of 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Energy ,s  (D.O.E.)  present  plan  to  dispose  of  radioactive 
waste.  (Article  by  petition.) 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  purpose  of  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  the  Replacement  of  Snow  Removal  Equipment  to  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
for  the  Purchase  of  Highway  Maintenance  Equipment.  (Requires  paper  ballots,  2/3 
affirmative  to  pass.) 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000.00)  to 
be  used  for  the  paving  and/or  sealing  of  suitable  portions  of  town  roads  and  to 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  fifty 
dollars  ($150.00)  for  the  purchase  of  forest  fire  fighting  equipmer-  and  to 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

S.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  four 
hundred  ninety-six  dollars  ($1496.00)  for  the  purchase  of  a  radar  traffic  speed 
monitor,  contingent  upon  receiving  a  seven  hundred  forty-eight  dollar  ($748. 00) 
grant  from  the  New  Hampshire  Highway  Safety  Agency  or  any  other  State  ar 
Federal  Agency  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  seven  hundred  forty-eight 
dollars  ($748.00)  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  federal 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund.

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  three  thousand  -four  hundred 
sixty-nine  dollars  ($3469.00)  for  the  purchase  of  a  model  RB  York  Rake  with 
scraper  blade  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this 
purpose  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  Purchase  of  Highway  Maintenance 
Equipment 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
twenty-two  dollars  ($122.00)  to  fund  the  1986  District  Assessment  fee  for 
Dorchester  to  be  used  as  the  Dorchester  share  of  the  1986  Pemi-Baker  Solid 
Waste  District  cost  in  conformance  with  N.H.  RSA  149-M. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  changes  to  Town  Officer's  salaries 
according  to  the  following  schedule:

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
twenty  thousand  five  hundred  forty-six  dollars  and  sixty-nine  cents  ($120,546.69) 
to  defray  town  charges.  (This  amount  includes  the  amounts  raised  in  articles  6,7, 
8,  9,  and  10.) 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorise  the  Selectmen  to  administer,  lease, 
rent»  sell  and  convey*  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  or  mineral  rights 
acquired  by  the  Town  by  any  Tax  Collector's  deed.  And  in  the  event  of  a  sale,  any 
such  sale  shall  be  conducted  by  advertised  sealed  bids,  negotiated  private  sale, 
public  auction,  or  in  any  other  manner  which  the  Selectmen  shall  deem  to  be  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  Town. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  application  for,  to 
accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town*  and  to  expend  for  the  purpose  intended,  any  and  all 
grants  or  other  funds  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United 
States  Government,  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire »  or  from  private 
foundations,  trust  or  individuals. 
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15.  To  see  i-f  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  -following  regulation:  Relative  to 
New  Construction. 

Section  i.  Purpose.  The  purpose  o-f  this  regulation  is  to  ensure  compliance  with 
existing  Federal*  State  and  local  statutes*  ordinances  and  regulations*  and 
thereby  promote  sa-fety  in  fire  and  emergency  situations*  protect  the  quality  o-f 
our  natural  resources  and  protect  the  taxpayers  -from  possible  catastrophic 
expense  as  the  result  o-f  unregulated  building. 

Section  2.  Permit  Required.  No  person*  -firm*  corporation  or  other  legal  entity 
shall  construct  or  place  on  any  lot  a  new  building*  mobile  home*  or  any  other 
structure*  or  increase  the  size  of  any  existing  structure  without  first  obtaining  a 
building  permit  from  the  Permit  Officer. 

Section  3.  Issuance.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  the  Permit 
Officer  and  shall  issue  a  building  permit  to  any  applicant  only  after  all  other 
applicable  Federal*  State  and  local  permits*  and  class  VI  and  private  road 
releases*  have  been  properly  recorded  and  submitted  to  the  Permit  Officer. 

Section  4.  Fees.  There  shall  be  no  fee  for  said  building  permit. 

Section  5.  Appeal.  Any  applicant  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Permit  Officer 
may  appeal  said  decision  by  notifying  the  board  of  selectmen  in  writing.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  within  fifteen  days  schedule  an  appeal  hearing  before 
the  Building  Permit  Board  of  Appeals.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  made  up  of 
one  selectman*  other  than  the  Chairman,  The  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  and 
the  Health  Officer.  If  one  or  more  of  the  above  named  officers  is  unable  to  serve 
for  any  scheduled  appeal  hearing  the  Board  of  Selectman  shall  designate  an 
alternate. 

Section  6.  Penalty.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  other  legal  entity  who 
constructs  or  places  on  any  lot  a  new  building,  mobile  home  or  any  other  structure 
or  increases  the  size  of  any  existing  structure  without  first  obtaining  a  building 
permit  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offense  punishable  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  fifty 
dollars  ($50.00).  Each  day  of  non-compliance  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  regulation: 
Class  VI  and  Private  Road  Release. 

Section  1.  Purpose.  To  promote  safety  in  fire  and  emergency  situations  and  to 
protect  the  taxpayers  of  the  Town  from  the  catastrophic  expense  incurred  when  a 
town  is  required  to  maintain  Class  VI  highways  or  to  accept  and  maintain  a 
private  road  because  construction  of  a  structure  was  allowed  without  protection 
of  a  Class  VI  or  private  road  release.  (This  regulation  adopts  the  provisions  of 
RSA  674:41  as  a  Town  ordinance  and  extends  all  of  the  same  requirements  and 
protections  to  private  roads.) 
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Sec-tion  2.  Release  required.  No  person^  firm»  corparation*  or  oiher  legal  entity 
shall  place  or  construct  any  new  building  or  mobile  home  or  any  other  structure 
nor  shall  any  building  permit  be  granted  -for  the  construction  or  placement  of  any 
new  building*  mobile  home  or  any  other  structure,  upon  any  lot  to  which  there 
exists  no  direct  access  from  a  Class  II  thru  V  public  road  unless: 

(a)  The  Board  o-f  Selectmen  after  review  and  comment  by  the  Planning  Board 
has  voted  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  building  permits  for  the  erection  of 
buildings  on  said  Class  VI  or  private  road  or  a  portion  thereof;  and 

(b)  The  Town  neither  assumes  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  said 
Class  VI  or  private  road  nor  liability  for  any  damages  resulting  from  the  use 
thereof;  and 

(c)  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit*  the  applicant  shall  produce 
evidence  that  notice  of  the  limits  of  municipal  responsibility  and  liability  has 
been  recorded  in  the  county  registry  of  deeds. 

Section  3.  Fees.  The  applicant  shall  bear  all  expenses  incurred  in  the 
preparation  of  the  Class  VI  or  private  road  release  document  by  the  Town  and/or 
Town  Counsel  thereof.  Said  Fees  shall  be  established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
at  a  rate  which  reflects  the  actual  cost  at  the  time  of  application  and  shall  be 
payable  to  the  Town  when  application  is  made. 

17.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  or  committees  heretofore  chosen  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

IS.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RQAD  AGENT 


We're  gaining  slowly  in  improving  the  roads  but  the  process  will  take  several 
more  years.  In  1985  Streeter  Road  was  sealed.  To  keep  it  in  good  condition  it 
should  be  done  again  in  1937.  Improvements  were  made  in  the  Cummings  Pond 
Road  so  that  the  class  V  portion  could  be  maintained  thru  the  winter.  Six  culverts 
were  installed  on  the  North  Dorchester  Roadf  Cummings  Pond  Road»  Reber  Road 
and  Coal  Kiln  Road.  After  several  years  of  neglect  all  of  the  class  V  road 
shoulders  and  ditch  lines  were  mowed  with  a  hydraulic  mower  in  the  fall. 

Several  makes  and  models  of  loaders  and  loader/backhoes  were  used  during  the 
summer  in  an  effort  to  determine  the  most  suitable  machine  to  replace  the  Town's 
aged  Allis  Chalmers  tractor.  It  was  decided  that  a  Case  580E  four  wheel  drive 
loader/backhoe  was  the  most  practical.  I  have  utilized  the  new  machine  since 
October  and  it  has  performed  well.  Service  from  the  dealer  has  been  excellent.  I 
only  wish  we'd  had  the  machine  last  June. 

The  1986  proposed  highway  projects  are  as  follows: 

1.  Applying  farmer's  mix  and  sealer  to  portions  of  the  North  Dorchester 
Road. 

2.  Rebuild  the  portion  of  the  North  Dorchester  Road  between  the  Manley 
residence  and  Reber  Road.  This  section  is  in  such  poor  shape  it  can  not  be 
properly  patched  and  sealed. 

3.  Rebuild  the  River  Road  from  its  northern  junction  with  Rte.  iiS  to  the 
Qroton  town  line. 

4.  Removal  of  stumps  and  rocks  from  the  road  sides  to  facilitate  improved 
and  more  efficient  snow  removal. 

5.  Regular  grading  of  gravel  portions  of  roads.  For  this  purpose  we  will 
need  the  york  rake  requested  in  the  warrant. 

6.  Replacement  of  the  wooden  bridge  on  the  North  Dorchester  Road  with  a 
large  metal  culvert. 

7.  Upgrading  several  of  the  culverts  on  the  North  Dorchester  Road  between 
the  Town  House  and  Cummings  Pond  Road. 

8.  Improvements  to  the  North  Dorchester  Road  from  the  Town  House  to 
Cummings  Pond  Road  to  facilitate  plowing  this  road  with  the  town  truck.

DORCHESTER  COMMUNITY  LIBRARY 


The  Library  held  inours  this  year  similar  to  last  (bi-monthly  in  winter  months 
and  weekly  in  better  weather)  with  the  exception  it  was  necessary  to  close  the 
Library  inde-finitely  beginning  mid-November  to  prepare  for  and  complete 
additional  shelving  and  renovations.  Hope-fully  these  tasks  will  be  completed  by 
spring  when  the  re-opening  will  be  announced.  The  State  Bookmobile  van 
continues  to  arrive  monthly  at  Campers  Rest  (the  date  o-f  each  visit  being  posted 
inside  the  store). 

We  were  -fortunate  this  year  to  have  a  more  e-f-ficient  heating  system  installed  in 
the  building  (donated  by  John  Franz  and  installed  with  the  help  o-f  Jean  Belair, 
Gene  Pratt,  Hank  Melanson  and  Brian  Howe).  Our  thanks  to  all  o-f  them.  We  also 
would  like  to  thank  Jean  Belair,  (jene  Pratt  and  Robert  Thayer  who  are  working  on 
our  shelving  needs  and  renovations. 
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New  drapes  were  purchased  -for  -the  entire  building  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
and  should  provide  an  attractive  atmosphere  -for  the  re-opening  in  the  spring.  A 
book  cart  was  purchased  by  the  Friends  and  Marilyn  Pratt  donated  a  carpet 
sweeper.  Donations  of  booKs  were  also  received  by  several  members  of  the 
community.  As  in  the  past  we  are  always  grateful  for  any  donations  of  money  or 
materials  made  by  community  members  in  helping  us  build  a  better  library. 

Through  the  generous  donation  last  year  from  Bordy  and  Eunice  Bourdelais  we 
were  able  to  purchase  the  "Questpon"  system  (electronic  wands  and  booKs)  which 
is  a  new  learning  concept  which  promotes  reading  and  learning  in  an  interesting 
manner. 

This  fall  several  trips  were  made  to  various  bookstores  where  we  purchased  a 
number  of  new  books  on  a  variety  of  subjects  for  all  age  groups.  The  Friends  of 
the  Library  are  currently  cataloging  these  new  materials  so  they  will  be  available 
for  borrowing  when  we  re-open.  This  year  we  also  purchased  several  used  but 
"like  new"  books  from  flea  markets*  rummage  and  yard  sales>  etc. 

We  ordered  the  1984  and  1985  annuals  for  our  1982  World  Book  Encyclopedia  to 
update  the  set»  said  books  and  bill  for  same  to  arrive  in  February,  the  current 
price  per  volume  being  $20.95.  We  will  also  purchase  the  1986  annual  when  same 
is  released. 

We  are  requesting  support  from  the  Town  for  the  Library  in  the  sum  of  $200.00 
for  i986«  a  $50.00  increase  over  last  year.  The  $200.00  request  should  cover  our 
basic  operating  expenses  based  on  current  costs:  Insurance  $50.00,  Magazine 
renewals  $96.00»  1986  encyclopedia  annual  $21.00  and  an  estimated  $30.00  for 
supplies  and  postage. 

From  the  current  balance  in  the  Library  account,  the  Library  expects  to  pay  for 
the  1984  and  £985  annuals*  shelving  costs,  new  reading  material  and  whatever 
needs  arise  at  the  Library  during  the  year. 

We  both  resigned  our  positions  as  Co-Librarians  by  the  end  of  1935.  Marima 
Belair  is  our  new  Librarian  and  we  are  continuing  to  assist  Marima  in  support  of 
our  Library.

This  past  year  has  seen  the  number  o-f  break-ins  drop  drastically  which  is  good 
news  with  the  number  o-f  summer  and  vacant  residences  in  the  town.  This  year  has 
un'fortunately  seen  a  drastic  rise  in  complaints  involving  dogs  and  speeding 
vehicles. 

I  want  to  stress  the  importance  o-f  Keeping  dogs  restrained  at  home  with  collars 
and  licenses.  This  makes  it  easier  in  determining  ownership  when  a  dog  turns  up 
lost  or  missing  -for  a  period  o-f  time. 

Many  residents  have  expressed  concerns  over  the  speed  at  which  vehicles  have 
been  traveling  on  Route  118  in  particular  as  well  as  on  some  o-f  the  back  roads  in 
town.  Speeding  is  a  very  di-f-ficult  violation  to  prove  without  an  accurate  recording 
device  such  as  moving  or  stationery  radar.  I  -firmly  believe  that  with  a  couple  o-f 
hours  a  week  and  an  instrument  o-f  this  nature*  we  can  cut  down  on  the  number  o-f 
speeders  on  our  roads  and  highways. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  town  residents  -for  their  support  and  help  during  the  past 
year.

AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Be-tween  July  19S4  and  June  1985»  we  experienced  more  -fores-t  -fires  -throughou-t 
our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of  the  leading  causes  of  the  i,6Q5 
fires  were  children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  responsibility  of  State 
Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however, 
your  assi2-ir.ce  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may 
be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment 
starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all 
forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

TRUCK  STUDY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


As  requested  of  the  selectmen  at  the  1935  Dorchester  Town  Meeting,  a 
committee  was  formed  to  review  the  Town's  Truck  needs  and  make  a 
recommendation^  which  is  as  follows. 

1.  Due  to  the  present  apparent  good  condition  of  the  town  truck,  and  the  high 
cost  of  a  new  larger  trucK»  it  is  recommended  that  we  use  the  present  truck 
for  another  year,  and  then  evaluate  the  necessity  of  a  new  unit. 

2.  In  reviewing  the  town's  expenses  of  hiring  vs.  owning  a  small  (1  ton)  truck, 
the  -=;'back  of  owning,  operating,  and  maintaining  a  small  dump  truck  is  not 
economical  at  this  time.  Continuing  hiring  as  necessary  is  the 
recommendation. 

3.  For  summer  use,  trucks  can  be  hired  as  necessary  for  longer  distance 
trucking  of  items  such  as  road  building  materials. 

4.  In  summary,  continue  present  operations  without  any  change  of  truck 
equipment. 

A  full  report  of  considerations  and  factors  in  determining  this  recommendation 
has  been  submitted  to  the  selectmen.

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MASCOMA  HOME  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Mascoma  Home  Health  Services,  Inc.  with  this  year  starts  its  iSth  year  of 
service  to  the  Mascoma  Valley  towns  o-f  Canaan>  En-field,  Grafton,  Dorchester,  and 
Orange. 

The  agency  is  a  not-for-profit  corporation  certified  by  Medicare.  It  is  supported 
by  grants  from  the  five  towns,  the  Division  of  Human  Services,  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Council  on  Aging,  the  United  Way,  private  donations  and 
memorials.  Each  town  has  at  least  one  representative  on  the  Board  o-f  Directors, 
so  has  a  voice  in  setting  the  policies  of  the  agency. 

Since  services  are  funded  in  part  by  the  towns  that  are  served,  home  care 
services  such  as  visiting  nurse,  physical  therapist,  home  health  aide,  homemaKer* 
occupational  therapist,  social  worker  are  available  to  residents  of  that  town. 
Participation  also  allows  for  disease  prevention  programs,  well  child  clinics, 
dental  clinics,  blood  pressure  screenings. 

The  agency  employs  a  Pediatric  Nurse  Practitioner  to  serve  young  families  as 
well  as  children  with  special  needs.  A  newborn  visit  is  made  by  the  Child  Health 
nurse  if  new  parents  desire  it.  Young  mothers'  support  groups  meet  regularly  to 
assist  parents  with  family  management. 

One  of  our  special  concerns  is  caring  for  the  elderly,  disabled,  and  chronically  ill 
so  that  they  may  stay  in  their  own  homes  or  with  family  as  long  as  possible. 
Beside  the  home  care  services,  an  Adult  Day  Activity  Program  is  offered. 

Anyone  can  request  services  -  you  need  not  wait  for  your  doctor  to  refer.  A 
nurse  or  therapist  will  make  an  evaluation  visit  to  determine  if  services  can  be 
helpful.  Further  visits  will  be  made  under  physician's  orders 

The  office  and  clinic  space  of  the  agency  is  located  on  Prospect  Street  in 
Enfield.  The  phone  number  is  632-7234.  We  are  always  happy  to  answer  questions 
by  phone,  or  if  you  would  care  to  stop  at  the  office,  we  will  show  you  the  facility 
and  tell  you  more  about  the  work  we  do. 

We  are  your  community  health  care  provider  -  we  truly  like  to  work  with  you  in 
every  way  possible.

UPPER  VALLEY-  LAKE  SUNAPEE  COUNCIL 


The  Upper  Valley-  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public*  nonpro-fit  voluntary 
association  of  town  and  cities  in  the  Upper  Valley  and  Lake  Sunapee  areas.  Our 
thirty-one  (31)  communities  are  in  two  states  and  -five  counties. 

The  Council  consists  o-f  a  Board  o-f  Directors  and  a  professional  staff.  Each  town 
or  city  annually  appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's  operation  and  sends  two 
representatives  to  participate  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  elects 
officers)  adopts  the  annual  work  program  and  budget*  and  develops  policies  and 
positions  on  issues  that  are  important  to  UV-LSC  communities. 

The  Upper  Valley  -  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization  that  brings 
towns  and  cities  within  our  region  together.  By  bonding  together  and  pooling 
their  resources*  local  governments  have  a  highly  trained,  professional  staff 
available  to  them  for  a  wide  variety  of  services.  Areas  of  expertise  include  land 
use  planning*  master  planning*  economic  and  community  development*  water 
quality  management*  transportation*  landscape  architecture*  housing,  capital 
budgeting*  historic  preservation*  downtown  revitalization,  solid  waste  planning* 
recreation  and  fiscal  and  environmental  impact  analysis.  The  Council  also  serves 
as  a  collective  voices  for  these  towns  and  cities  in  dealing  with  state  and  federal 
governments*  thereby  protecting  and  furthering  the  needs  and  interest  of  our 
communities. 

Council  Staff  members  include  Robert  Varney,  Executive  Director;  Vicki  Smith, 
Senior  Planner;  Lisa  Mausolf*  Historic  Preservation  Specialist;  Gregg  Lantos, 
Transportation  Planner;  Tad  Redway*  Landscape  Architect  and  Planner;  Melinda 
Artman,  Community  Development  Specialist;  Jim  Klinger,  Draftsman;  and  Adrea 
Adams,  Joan  Austin,  and  Lori  Brown,  Secretaries.  These  staff  members  offer  a 
wide  range  of  expertise  available  to  our   communities. 
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The  Council  has  been  busy  working  on  a  variety  o-f  regional  programs  during  the 
past  year.  The  -following  is  a  brie-f  summary  o-f  some  o-f  our  regional  activities: 

o       provided   administrative   and   planning  services   to  the  Upper   Valley   Solid 

Waste  District*  a  bi-state  district  with  15  member  communities; 
o       developed  regional  septage  management  plans  which  will  become  components 

of    the    solid    waste    plans    -for   the    Sullivan    County*    Upper    Valley    and 

Pe mi-Baker  Solid  Waste  Districts; 
o      provided  continuing  assistance  to  the  regional  transit  operators*  and  worked 

closely  with   the   State  Highway   Department   to  develop   a  comprehensive 

highway  planning  program; 
o       continued    the    regional   historic   preservation    program,   including    historic 

survey*  national  register  nominations  and  historic  preservation  plans; 
o       continued  the  Sullivan  County  Economic  Development  Program  -to  retain  and 

expand  employment  opportuni-ties  in  Sullivan  County; 
o      continued  work  on  the  Lake  Sunapee  Management  Plan, 
o      co-sponsored  another  success-ful  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day, 

organizations*  banks,  real  estate   -fir/ns  and  consultant,  -for  use  in  -fiscal 

studies*  market  analyses  and  grant  applications. 

As  requested  by  communities,  the  Council  prepared  applications  -for  state  and 
federal  -funds,  evaluated  development  proposals,  prepared  amendments  to  local 
zoning,  subdivision,  site  plan  review  and  other  local  regulations  and  provided 
mapping,  drafting  and  other  planning  assistance. 

The  UV-LSC  has  also  provided  a  number  of  specific  services  to  the  Town  of 
Dorchester  over  the  past  year  including  assisting  the  Planning  Board  in 
preparation  of  their  Master  Plan,  especially  in  the  preparation,  printing  and 
distribution  of  the  community  attitudes  survey.  We  have  also  completed  and 
Existing  Land  Use  Map  of  the  Town,  reviewed  the  Town's  Subdivision 
Regulations  and  completed  a  Housing  Rehabilitation 

Strategy  for  the  Town  including  a  map  of  Town  wide  housing  units.  The  housing 
study  was  funded  by  a  Feasibility  Grant  written  by  the  UV-LSC. 

The  Council's  staff  of  professionals  stands  ready  to  assist  your  community  in 
addressing  the  planning  and  growth  management  issues  which  you  will  face  during 
the  coming  year.  We  also  encourage  you  to  become  more  familiar  and  involved  with 
the  Council,  since  we  are  essentially  an  arm  of  local  government  addressing  your 
needs. 
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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 


We  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  submit  the  following  report  in  our  continuing 
e-f-fort  to  directly  communicate  with  our  constituents. 

Because  o-f  current  -favorable  cash  status  and  appreciable  -fund  balance,  Grafton 
County  maintained  a  level  tax  requirement  this  fiscal  year>  actually  reducing  the 
tax  requirement  by  $200,  and  we  anticipate  an  even  better  tax  climate  in  the  next 
fiscal  year.  However,  due  to  the  apportionment  process  of  tax  assessment  by 
equalized  valuation,  some  towns  did  see  a  slight  increase  in  the  county  portion  of 
taxes  for  1985,  though  the  majority  of  towns  realised  a  decrease.  The  unusual 
fund  balance  is  due  to  a  combination  of  factors,  including  unused  surplus  in  the 
previous  budget,  conscientious  budget  management  by  all  departments,  transfer 
of  court  expenses  to  the  State,  increased  Nursing  Home  reimbursements, 
favorable  returns  on  investments,  increased  Register  of  Deeds  revenues  and 
continued  Revenue  Sharing. 

Along  with  saving  the  County  apprz.;imately  $300,000  in  expenditures  with  the 
shift  of  liability  for  court  activities  to  the  State,  we  also  anticipate  receiving 
$100,000+  annually  in  rent  on  space  occupied  by  the  court  system. 

Grafton  County  is  experiencing  the  same  problems  as  your  local  government  in 
the  insurance  market.  Costs  are  rising  dramatically  &  in  some  cases  insurance 
coverage  is  unobtainable.  We  have  retained  a  consultant  to  review  county 
insurance  needs  &  available  coverage  with  hopes  of  procuring  one  total  package. 
Because  of  the  current  unstable  insurance  market,  we  do  not  yet  have  any  report 
or  recommendations. 

In  cooperation  with  your  local  government  and  the  State,  we  are  striving  for  a 
smooth  transition  to  the  new  system  of  welfare  service  delivery  under  Senate 
Bill  1.  Settlement  for  assistance  determination  has  been  eliminated  &  towns  fit 
cities  are  now  liable  for  all  general  assistance  to  needy  persons  in  their  towns, 
including  transients.  However,  liability  for  expenses  of  all  juvenile  services  fit  for 
person  assisted  under  the  categorical  grant  programs  will  now  be  shared  by  the 
State  and  counties,  removing  town  liability.  Under  Senate  Bill  1  fit  the  ensuing 
partnership  between  counties  and  the  state  Dept.  of  Children  &.  Youth  Services, 
the  Commissioners  note  a  new  direction  for  juveniles,,  including  the  development 
of  new  alter-?.-: , '6  programs  to  out  of  home  placements. 

Energy  conservation  programs  at  the  nursing  home  and  courthouse  have  realized 
a  considerable  saving  with  the  decrease  in  fuel  i  electric  consumption,  cutting 
consumption  &.  dollar  cost  in  half  for  courthouse  fuel  alone. 

In  our  letter  to  you  in  1983  we  noted  litigation  in  a  retirement  buybacK  suit 
where  a  negative  decision  would  result  in  cost  of  $70»000  plus  legal  tees  with  a 
potential  domino  effect  on  local  governments.  We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the 
County  prevailed  in  this  issue. 
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The  Commissioners  have  changed  weekly  meeting  to  Wednesdays.  We  encourage 
public  attendance  at  all  meetings.  The  county  budget  recommendations  are 
processed  in  May  &  June.  We  welcome  input  and  strongly  recommend  public 
attendance  at  the  public  hearings  usually  held  in  June.
